An important later Georgia Abernathie series with this 
example having the highest technical grade of the few we 
have seen. Pilloried by the grading service for once being 
mounted and with the resultant stain, both of which are 
almost wholly confined to the back. This low denomination 
One Shilling note is much scarcer than some of the other 
more commonly seen higher denominations. If you are 
looking for a Top Pop caliber piece to fill a gaping hole in 
your collection, then your search has ended.

Pounds. Printed by John Dunlap, who was one of the most 
successful printers of this era and who was responsible for 
printing the first copies of the Declaration of Independence. 
Signers of this particular note were William Thorne and 
Phillip Alberti. Notes of denominations 4 shillings and above 
were required to bear a second signature. This is the better 
red and black variety for this series. What makes this note so 
interesting is that it is the only known Pennsylvania raised 
note and the only one that has been raised to a denomination 
that didn’t exist for the issue. The note has been raised from 8 
shillings to 8 pounds in numerous places: the obligation (the 
black central text), twice in red ink (both immediately above 
and below the text), four times in the red border design, 
and even on the back of the note above the central farming 
scene. Both signatures are written in black ink, whereas for 
the two highest denomination notes one black and one red 
signature were required. The border ornamentation seen on 
the back is also different between the 8 shilling note and that 
of the two highest denomination pieces. Finally, on the 8 
shilling note the back is printed primarily in red, while the 
backs on the two high denomination notes are printed in all 
black. An enigmatic and glorious note that will stimulate the 
senses of any casual currency collector or colonial history 
buff.

Extraordinary “Arapahos” Territorial Scrip Note

Located 
in Arapahoe County, Arapahoe City was founded November 29, 1858 at the base of Table Mountain near the present day city of Denver. 
At the time this was part of Kansas Territory. The Colorado gold rush commenced a year later, but the city disappeared after the gold 
rush subsided. Information about a specific bank of this title is lacking and the Indians who survived massacres at the hands of local 
militia at Sand Creek did not live a lifestyle that might have required one. This example is backed onto a fine mesh backing, (i.e “silked”) 
to reinforce the note and prevent further deterioration. About ten percent of the note is missing. There is a right side body hole, chunk 
off the bottom edge, pieces out above and near “Arapahos” on the bottom. The top margin is wide and slightly rough. For the most part

Spectacular Siege of Port Hudson J.L. Stockdale 50 Scrip Note

over dotted line with “Major, and A.C.S.” printed below. John Lark Stockdale was born in Edgefield, South Carolina in 1831. He 
studied medicine in Charleston before moving to Alabama where he practiced as a surgeon. At the onset of the Civil War in 1861 
Stockdale entered service as a member of the Alabama Mountain Rangers, later merged into the 8th Confederate Cavalry. He was 
transferred and commissioned a Major and brigade commissary in 1862. By 1863 Stockdale was serving as Assistant Commissary 
of Subsistence for the Confederates Western Department in Port Hudson, Louisiana. In addition to his duties as A.C.S. he served 
as the assistant surgeon at the nearby Confederate hospital. It was during Stockdales time in Port Hudson that this 50 Cent scrip 
note was issued on May 24, 1863. The Union siege of Port Hudson had begun just two days before. The fighting continued for 48 
days until Port Hudsons commander Major General Franklin Gardner surrendered the stronghold on July 9 after hearing news 
of the fall of Vicksburg. The surrender of Port Hudson handed control of the Mississippi River to Union forces. While Union 
commanders granted parole to the enlisted Confederates at Port Hudson, officers were taken north as prisoners of war. Stockdale 
was sent to the Union POW camp at Johnsons Island, Ohio where he remained until the end of the war. In his post war life he 
made a name for himself teaching and practicing medicine in Talladega until his death in 1912. Given the timing of this issue it is 
doubtful Stockdale issued any great number of these notes. To our knowledge this is the first example of this issue to surface and 
we believe the note is likely unique. The printed inks are bold and Stockdales signature is dark and elegantly signed. Overall the 
paper is in remarkable condition given the circumstances that it endured. There is a penciled inscription on the back “Confederate 
States of America Army Money” perhaps written by a Union soldier who took it as a souvenir. This is a note with broad appeal to 
both Confederate and Louisiana collectors both of which are unlikely to get a second chance at this note for a very long time.

The Sevier 
name is prominent in the history of Tennessee. John Sevier 
was a founding father of the state and it’s first governor. 
Sevier County and Sevierville are named for him and his 
descendants have their footprints throughout eastern 
Tennessee. William’s middle name is also interesting. Vol 
could be derived from the Volunteer nickname Tennesseans 
earned for their large roll as volunteer soldiers in the War 
of 1812. Deaderick’s signature is neatly penned and plenty 
bold. Sevier’s is certainly discernible despite some ink run 
in his manuscript. Three interest paid stamps are seen from 
Richmond. The note has seen its share of circulation but 
remains fairly solid for the grade with just some heavier edge 
wear seen. This discovery was made just after publication of 
McNeil’s new book and thus was not included within.

Stacks Bowers Galleries is pleased to present this collection of Military Payment Certificates (MPC), previously 
owned by a former government employee. To say that it is spectacular would be an understatement. It includes 
at least one of every series and denomination overprinted and more — much more! The collection features rare 
replacements in top condition, specimens and proofs that have never been recorded by collectors, new varieties, 
a few riddles, and even an answer (partial) to a long-standing mystery. 

We are presenting the collection in two parts. The first is a complete collection of Military Payment Certificates 
by series and denomination. It consists mostly of replacements and specimen certificates. It was housed in a 
large custom-made album titled Military Payment Certificates with “Department of the Army” on the spine. 

Basically, the collection in this album is a mega specimen set. Although only one series (591 ) is actually marked 
specimen, most of the other series have zero serial numbers — a common definer of a specimen. The earliest 
sets (Series 461 -472 ) have replacement serial numbers. In the 1 940s when these contractors printed MPC (and 
Allied military currency), they created specimens by using leftover replacements. Are the notes in this album 
with replacement serial numbers replacements or specimens? Potential bidders will have to answer that ques- 
tion for themselves. 

To add to the complexity, a few of the notes in the album collection have regular issue serial numbers. Using 
the logic above, it can be said that they too are specimens. 

The album has an introduction page for each series and a page with glassine mounts for each certificate of the 
series. Thankfully, the mounts were attractively and safely attached so that every certificate was well protected. 
There is also an introductory page describing the use of Military Payment Certificates. The album was carefully 
made in several ways. And, for the real optimist, there is room for an additional 15 series of MPC!! 

The Department of the Army album is not unique. There is at least one other in a government archive, but that 
album will never come into private hands to compete with this album and collection. 

The second part of our offering features a group of four remarkable Composite Impressions books. They do not 
constitute the discovery of a new type or variety, but in fact are an entirely new category of MPC item! It would 
be easy to just call them specimen books, as that is a term with which collectors are comfortable. Specimen 
books of military payment certificates have always been rare and very desirable, but they have been known 
in collections since at least the 1960s. Why would the Bureau of Engraving and Printing call these Composite 
Impression (books) instead of specimen books? 

Three of the books have certificates with replacement serial numbers. The other (Series 481) has regular issue, 
but special numbers as will be described in the discussion of that book below. While it is tempting to seize on 
the difference in serial number format, there is one additional and important consideration. During the years 
of production of these series by private contractors (1946-1948), the contractors generally used replacements to 
create specimen certificates. We have usually called these leftover replacements, but we are now reconsidering 
that assumption.

Obviously a regular issue serial number, but a very 
interesting and very important one. The total number of pieces printed for Series 481 $5 certificates is 8,600,000 (although there 
is a verified serial number skip of 200,000 pieces accounting for a highest serial number of D08800000D). Since 2002 with 
the publication of the fourth edition of the Comprehensive Catalog of Military Payment Certificates, we have known that there 
were four printings of Series 481. However, the $5 and $10 certificates were reported to have had three printings only. After the 
publication of that book, collector Dick Freyser found in his collection a $5 certificate with a serial number higher than the official 
report for the three printings! The serial number is D09064019D very significantly that certificate is from position 34 on the sheet. 
The significance of the position 34 is that the font for the numeral 4 in the position number can identify a certificate as a third 
or fourth printing. The position 34 is of a fourth printing style. That and some other and even more technical things caused us 
to confirm that the position 34 note is from a previously unknown printing. Ultimately we concluded that there was a fourth 
printing for the $5 certificates and that it was some sort of special limited printing. Likely it was for the purpose of making some 
presentation sets or similar unusual purpose and that the position 34 certificate was a refugee that had found its way into a private 
collection. 

Now, back to the certificate in this collection. First note that the two serial numbers are 64,001 apart. The position number of the 
Paymaster Collection certificates is 26. The difference of 8 positions accounts for the 64,000. The two notes are from consecutive 
sheets! They are mutually confirming of our theory on fourth printing Series 481 $5 certificates. 

This is the first public sale of a fourth printing $5 and as such it is an important event. Be sure to also see the listing for the 
composite impressions book of this series below. There has been wide speculation on the value of the first discovered piece. It is 
worth mentioning that any Uncirculated Series 481 $5 certificate is a rare and desirable piece.

The first thing that you will notice is that the certificates have regular issue serial numbers. That is quite strange in itself, but it gets 
worse, or better! The serial numbers of the fractional and one dollar denominations are boring or at least routine. Only the five 
cent sheet was from the edge of a full sheet. The serial numbers for the $5 and $10 certificates make up for the boring numbers of 
the smaller denominations. 

Series 481 had four printings, but the $5 was only reported to have had three printings ending in serial number D08800000D. 
The serial number of the top left note on the sheet in this book is D08800019D! Significantly, this first note is from position one 
on a full sheet. Therefore, this note is from sheet 19 of a mystery fourth printing. Most significantly, the only certificate that was 
previously known from this mystery printing was from the same sheet nineteen! See also the discussion of the Series 481 serial 
numbers in the Paymaster Collection album. 

The book does not have protective end sheets, but it does have something the other books do not— a hint of the books provenance 
(or at least some of its travels). There is a rubber stamp on the inside cover: EUCOM REG No. AG. It is followed by a pen-entered 
number: 7376. EUCOM is European Command. That was the highest level United States Army command in Europe when this 
book must have arrived there in the 1950s. The control number was assigned by the adjutant general (AG). None of the other 
books have any markings indicating that they were classified, but this one at least was treated as a document requiring control.

The official, but 
cumbersome, title of this unique, beautiful, and spectacular item is not very familiar to collectors. These books of progressive 
impressions, composite impressions, and specimen certificates have only been known to collectors for a few years. Two others are 
known in private collections: Series 681 and Series 692. All three are spectacular in the sense described above, but this, the Series 
701 set, is clearly the most spectacular and important. Series 701 was not issued, but in about the year 2000 approximately 50 sets 
with regular issue serial numbers found their way into collector hands. Sets that is of the dollar denominations. Those sets did not 
include the four fractional denominations. 

At the time that Series 701 was printed at the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, Army finance officials had planned that it 
would replace Series 692 in Vietnam. Between the time that Series 701 was ordered and delivered, the restrictions on the use of 
coins in Vietnam had been lifted and fractional MPC quickly disappeared from circulation because the troops hated the small 
denominations. 

The finance officials instructed the BEP by letter not to deliver the Series 701 fractional denominations then followed with another 
letter telling the BEP to destroy the fractional denominations. Specimen sets and this PCS book were prepared before the letters 
thus saving the fractional pieces in this PCS set. It is likely that the four fractional sets in this PCS book and the specimen set in 
the Paymaster Collection album will be the only examples of these spectacular certificates to ever grace private collections. 

On top of all of this regarding the fractional denominations, each of the dollar denominations is spectacular, important, and rare 
in its own right! To start with, this is the only PCS book likely to exist in private hands meaning that all eight denominations are 
actually unique in this form. A cover sheet to the fractional denominations states: this fractional currency was printed but not 
placed in circulation. Einally, each denomination is just down right beautiful. 

The PCS set consists of partial sheets of four of each denomination. Each denomination is represented by nine sheets! Eor each 
denomination, the top sheet is four complete specimen notes printed face and back with zero serial numbers, but no specimen 
markings. The second sheet is a complete uniface printing of the face but without serial numbers. The next four sheets are of the 
individual colors of the respective denomination printed separately. Each of these sheets is of course unique in the collecting 
sense. They are also unique in the art sense! Some seem to be partial printings of the certificates (which is what they are), but 
others look so strange that they require study to understand how they fit into the design. 

The idea is the same for the backs except that since the backs were only printed in two colors, there are only three sheets for each 
back— a uniface complete back and two sheets each with one of the colors. 

In summary, the book consists of sheets of four of each denomination. Each denomination consists of nine sheets for a total of 72 
sheets. If the sheets were cut to make full notes there would be 288 certificates or parts thereof.

This consecutive pair of 1934 $5000 s from the Richmond district could very well be one of the 
most important High Denomination notes this hobby has ever seen. Not because of the sequential order, but because we believe 
that the second note of this pair is a replacement. 

Unlike the $1, $5, $10, $20, $50, $100, $500 and $1000 denomination notes, which when a note was damaged it was replaced by 
a “star” symbol as the suffix. Just because no “star” notes were issued for the $5000 and $10,000, it does not mean that the BEP 
did not have damaged notes that needed to be replaced. However, since they printed so few of these, it was more cost effective to 
reissue the same exact serial number of the damaged note at a later time period when the blueish/green seals were being issued. 

Serial Number E00000077A is seen with a vivid light green seal. This is the correct seal color used for regular issued $5000 and 
$ 10,000s. This note has clearly never seen circulation and is seen with a very light center fold. A hint of embossing is still evident 
through the PMG holder. 

Serial Number E00000078A is seen with a blue/green seal that is NOT correct for the regular issues $5000 and $10,000. PMG 
Comments “Previously Mounted’ as it appears there are three minor paper pulls on the top and right back margins where it was 
mounted then removed. The note was never circulated and has completely original embossing. This note in our opinion was 
never altered in any way. Eor full disclosure we note that PMG has reviewed this note for its replacement possibility and deemed 
it inconclusive for being as such. 

However, we believe with all the information we can gather, that this note is actually a genuine replacement. Our findings include 
work from Steve M. Sullivan, whom is one of the foremost experts in the High Denomination field has stated in his 2nd Edition 
book of Small Sized High Denomination Notes on Page 97 “ Replacement notes (also known as star notes) are used to replace 
damaged or defective notes during the inspection process at the Bureau of Engraving and Printing (BEP). If a defective $5000 
federal Reserve Note was found, it would have been replaced with a note from a make-up sheet bearing the same serial number 
of the defective note.” He continues to add on Page 118 “It is important to note that of the four known $5000 and $10,000 
replacement notes, one ($1000 S/N B00002257A) was part of the Binion Hoard and was locked behind glass for twenty- five years, 
and one ($5000 S/N G00000319A) was part of the Bank One Hoard and was stored in a bank vault for just as long. All four notes 
have identical colored overprints that would not be attributed to fading or chemical alteration. Each note has also been compared 
to several series 1934 $500 and $1000 ERNs and $5000 and $10,000 ERNs from later print runs that exhibit the identical color 
(pale blue green) overprint.” 

When both notes are compared side by side, we noticed some other interesting characteristics that have not been mentioned 
by others and may confirm our opinions. Serial number E00000078A which we believe is the replacement note in question, is 
considerably shorter in plate and paper size than the non replacement note. We measure a full 1 mm plate size difference. Now, 
the notes are Position “E” and “E”. In theory a 12 subject sheet should have identical plate size. This leads us to believe, that this 
note was NOT printed on the same sheet. 

The findings of our research indicate a very good possibility that S/N E00000078A is in fact a replacement note. However, since 
PMG has not labeled it as such after their review, we can provide our opinion and not represent it in any certain way. We do 
feel that this area of paper money collecting is under researched and that perhaps this will open the door to new and exciting 
findings and confirmations.

It sold in 2007 
for nearly $10,000. This new addition to the census is from the first sheet of currency issued by the bank. Based on the serial 
number, we can safely assume that the few folds are just from storage. The clean and fresh paper surfaces are clearly seen through 
the holder. It has been awarded the PPQ designation by PCGS.

We are pleased to offer an important national banknote discovery find that until today had been the 
white whale of the New York national banknote hobby during most of the 21st century Rumors started swirling about a decade ago of 
a #1 red seal from Lake George having walked in and out of a Philadelphia area coin shop. There was another more credible sighting of 
this #1 red seal at the 2012 ANA show in Philadelphia. Again though, it walked in and out of the show with no one being able to land it. 
Now collectors can finally rejoice that the owners of this treasure have decided to part with it. This is the A position note from the first 
sheet of red seals issued by the bank. It comes directly from the family of one of the signing bank officers. 

While perhaps not as heralded as The Hamptons or Newport, Lake George is on that elite list of summer destination towns that drew 
wealthy industrialists away from their homes in Philadelphia, Boston, and New York. The Rockefellers, Roosevelts, and Vanderbilts all 
vacationed at Lake George in the early part of the 20th century. Today many historic mansions remain along “Millionaires Row” for 
tourists to visit. 

This red seal was issued at the peak of Lake Georges popularity (in 1907); so it ties directly into that grand time period. It is the first red 
seal documented for this one bank town. Three other circulated blue seals exist on the bank, but those really aren’t in the same league as 
this trophy. 

When the note came to us, the note was mounted along a small part of the front outside margins to a piece of paper with the following 
“The above Ten Dollar Bill, #1, was the first bill issued by the Frist National Bank of Lake George, N.Y., April 12th. 1907, and signed by 
Gallaway C. Morris, the first President of that Bank,; and was kept by him as a memento, and was never in general circulation. It was 
professionally removed hence the PCGS comments “Minor Edge Restorations”. 

It is a nearly one of a kind combination to have a banknote that is rare, high grade, a serial #1, and from a desirable resort location. If you 
collect the best in numismatics or have an appreciation for New York history, then this is an item to pay close attention to. While we think 
our estimate is accurate, after the hammer falls tonight, no amount of money could buy another equally special New York banknote.

Settlement Warrant

for $12,500.00 in Payment of Article XV Claim from 
the Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, with Affixed Treasury 
Documents. May 24, 1851. Fine. A historic and unique 
suite of documents, including the engraved Treasury 
Warrant, fully accomplished and paid for $12,500.00, in 
settlement of a claim appropriated from funds allotted by 
Article XV of the Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo (ending the 
Mexican War). Six attached documents, with red silk binding 
ribbon at left. Various sizes from large folio (10.0” by 16”), 
quarto to the smallest being the warrant (oblong octavo). 
All supporting documents fully accomplished in support 
of the warrant and emitted by the United States Treasury 
Department. Amount issued and paid to William J. Copp 
acting as attorney on behalf of William Murphy, a United 
State Government contractor. The result of Murphys claim 
against the Republic of Mexico for Murphys expulsion from 
Vera Cruz in May 1846, as well as for services he provided 
the United States Navy from shore during the siege of Vera 
Cruz, and subsequent occupation by American troops 
following the amphibious assault. A fascinating grouping 
that is proof that suing the United States Government, at 
least in 1850, could be effective; of course it helped to have 
the appropriation approved by treaty. 

The sextet of documents includes: —Covering docket, 
manuscript with affixed paper seal and ribbon, dated 
December 30, 1852 and signed by Thomas Corwin, Secretary 
of the Treasury.

—Manuscript docket 
copy of authorization from auditors and comptrollers 
office to produce above form.

Consul at Vera Cruz, March 18, 
1850, authorizing his attorney, Copp, to act on his behalf in 
receiving payment for the claim. — Treasury Warrant, white 
paper. Oblong octavo. Engraved form, imprint of Rawdon, 
Wright & Hatch, New York. Left end, Athena standing. 
Upper right, Griffin, seated Moneta and Mercury Fully 
accomplished for $12,500 dated May 24, 1851. No.9469 
(authorization 4832). Payable to “Wm. J. Copp, Atty of Wm. 


Murphy” Signed by Treasurer and Register. Verso endorsed 
and paid to Copp (returned by exchange brokers to United 
States Treasury upon their reimbursement). 

An extremely rare At Sight Warrant in fully issued form. 
— Appropriation document for Article 15 authorizing the 
$12,500.00 warrant. Fully accomplished with all signatures 
including the Secretary of the Treasury, this with the lower 
third separated along the fold line, but included. The 
background of these documents is based upon Article XV of 
the treaty which ended the Mexican War. That article states: 
“The United States, exonerating Mexico from all demands 
on account of the claims of their citizens mentioned in the 
preceding article, and considering them entirely and forever 
canceled, whatever their amount maybe, undertake to make 
satisfaction for the same, to an amount not exceeding three 
and one -quarter millions of dollars. To ascertain the validity 
and amount of those claims, a board of commissioners 
shall be established by the Government of the United 
States, whose awards shall be final and conclusive; provided 
that, in deciding upon the validity of each claim, the boa 
shall be guided and governed by the principles and rules 
of decision prescribed by the first and fifth articles of the 
unratified convention, concluded at the city of Mexico on 
the twentieth day of November, one thousand eight hundred 
and forty-three; and in no case shall an award be made in 
favor of any claim not embraced by these principles and 
rules. If, in the opinion of the said board of commissioners 
or of the claimants, any books, records, or documents, in 
the possession or power of the Government of the Mexican 
Republic, shall be deemed necessary to the just decision of 
any claim, the commissioners, or the claimants through 
them, shall, within such period as Congress may designate, 
make an application in writing for the same, addressed to 
the Mexican Minister of Foreign Affairs, to be transmitted 
by the Secretary of State of the United States; and the 
Mexican Government engages, at the earliest possible 
moment after the receipt of such demand, to cause any of 
the books, records, or documents so specified, which shall 
be in their possession or power (or authenticated copies or 
extracts of the same), to be transmitted to the said Secretary 
of State, who shall immediately deliver them over to the said 
board of commissioners; provided that no such application 
shall be made by or at the instance of any claimant, until 
the facts which it is expected to prove by such books, 
records, or documents, shall have been stated under oath or 
affirmation.” William Murphy, through his attorney Copp, 
achieved a significant settlement of $12,500.00 based on the 
authorization allotted by the Article. At the time, this would 
have been 1,250 gold eagles which in modern money would 
be well over $800,000.00. 

Murphy was a contractor living in Vera Cruz and provided 
services to the American garrison stationed there (peacetime 
activity). The United States Government contended that 
Murphy provided services during wartime (not covered 
under article 15) and should not be allowed compensation. 
However, services and goods provided during the blockade 
of Vera Cruz to American vessels at his peril were taken 
into account greatly and he was given his award. It certainly 
helped that Vera Cruz was a major Naval victory for the 
United States during the Mexican War. This is first such set 
of documents relating to this war we have seen. Treasury 
Warrant itself is a very rare issued type and its supporting 
documents add significantly to the allure. Overall Fine. 
Some normal fold-wear and scattered soiling. The last 
page with the bottom third severed from fold wear and in 
need of professional mending. Among the most significant 
fiscal documents we have encountered from this period of 
American history.
